The Center school house needs a coat of paint, the 
school houses at Wild Meadows and Height of Land, and 
the shed at East Grafton need to be shingled. 

The out house at the Depot school should be con- 
nected with shed. 

The School Board wishes to call attention to the 
Board of Health rules relating to school buildings, condi-: 
tions about and around grounds and out-houses, which are 
everywhere being rigidly enforced. Some needed changes 
will be required at once. 

By Supt. Morrison’s instruction, the school board has in 
the past year acted as (and should be) the Repair Com- 
mittee, and have tried to make the necessary repairs and

amount of money available for the purpose.
